HOPES DEFERRED. 


J. S. Woodsworth, M.P., failed in his attempt 
to get Parliament to chase the Mounted Police 
out of the prairie provinces. It is to the credit of 
the Winnipeg member that he made no pretense 
about the reason why he wanted the force re- 
stricted to the regulation of trappers and Indians 
in the unorganized territories. The Mounties he 
said, quite truthfully, are obnoxious to the par- 
ticular brand of ‘‘labor’’ which he represents.

tion of some such body against the plans of Mr 
Woodsworth and his associates to set up a bolshe- 
vik system of government on the prairies.

BERLIN WANTS TO TALE. 

The German Government, it is said, has a plan 
to settle the reparations question, and is only 
waiting to be invited to submit it to the Allies. 
There isn’t, of course, any reason why Berlin 
should not say what it has to say without waiting 
for any invitation. No doubt, after all his defiant 
talk, Chancellor Cuno does not like to step out 
into the limelight, without anybody suggesting it, 
and admit that France has put Germany up 
against the wall and confronted it with the choice 
of paying or being strangled. Still nobody asked 
him fo make the speeches, and it is not clear why 
the Allies should go out of their way to save him 
from embarrassment. Besides, these made-in-

higher in the outside world at present than the 
German paper mark. The seizure of the Ruhr has

STREET RAILWAY FARES. 


Calgary tried the five cent ticket as a draw- 


eis eee2800 | ing card for the street railway, but found that it 
$70 | did not draw, and the four-for-a-quarter rate has 


been restored, That,'of course, does not prove that 
a five cent flat fare would not bring more busi 
ness and more revenue to the Edmonton system, 
but the inference is in that direction. It might 
pay to establish a zone system and give short 
rides for less money, but a flat fare at the reduced 
rate would likely be a failure here as it has been 
in the southern city. 

Under present conditions the street railway 
has to rely for support mainly on one class of 
people; those who do not own automobiles and

The street railway is now essentially a long dis 
tance carrier, The bulk of its traffic is long haul 
traffic, and it does not get more than half the ag- 
gregate amount of that; the other half is carried 
by the motor car. Long haul traffic cannot be 
handled at a five cent fare without losing money 
If there is to be any early reduction in street 
railway fares the zone system seems to offer the 
only chance of bringing it about. The five cent 
flat rate has probably gone—with fifteen cent 
eggs and twenty cent butter and three dollar 
newspapers. 


CHANGING THE COURSE. 


Premier Greenfield gave cold encouragement 
to the Calgary members who wanted the technical 
institute in that city to be made a somewhat 
broader educational institution. The Government, 
he said, is trying to turn the building over to the 
local school board for use as a high school. The 
institute, that is to say, is being closed out, and 
the million-dollar investment in the building and 
plant is condemned as a waste of provincial funds.

And on the part of the taxpayers there will he 
deduced a hope that school taxes may be cut 
down in proportion to the larger checks sent hy 
the provincial treasury to the school boards. 
Unless the policy of retrenchment in regard to the 
higher branches works down into a reduced tax- 
hill for the common school supporter it will be a 
failure. Reduced taxation is the standard hy 
which the sincerity of a Government and the sue- 
cess of a retrenchment policy have to be judged 
in these times. Unless the school taxes the prov 
ince over are lightened in consequence it would 
be better to leave the technical institute alone 
und allaw the university to expand 
hindrance.
